Sir. As regards your 
article, today, about many 
immigrant doctors being 
idle, as far back as April 15, 
1958, “Harefua” published a 
paper of mine entitled “Or- 
ganization of medical libra- 
ries — jobs for immigrant 
doctors.” The Association of 
Hospital Directors put this 
topic on the agenda of one 
of its meetings, to which I 
was invited, but it was post- 
poned and to my knowledge 
never brought up again. 

I do not wish to go into 
professional details here but 
only to point out that there 
are about 50 medical libra- 
ries connected with our 
hospitals, ambulatories, me- 
dicai societies, etc. most of

that such a course be orga- 
nized. The point was stressed 
that California, like Israel, 
was a centre of scale 
imm tion, and that latter- 
ly it had been receiving ma 
immigrants from lands wi 
medica] problems similar to 
those Israel, notably 
Mexico.
